tobe educated for the Miniſtery. Haviog ſtayed about 
ſeven years it Okeham , he was removed unto a Paſtoral 
charge at Srre:ron in the fargdCounty, where he continued 
thirteene yeares\, from whence he was called to ary 
Magdalen Bermonaley, (with the approbation of many 
godly Miniſters, whom he conſaſted-in the eaſe) where 
he after twelve yeares ſpent in his Miniſterial charge fi- 
niſhed his courſe npon-the firſt day of Fane, 1654-and fell 
- aNeep in Jeſus, He was betwixe fifty five and fifty fix 
yeares old when the Lord was pleaſed to rake him unto 
himſelf. He was buried in Bermondſey Church Faxe the 
ſixth, with expreſſions of -much -love From a very great 
niultitude of godly perſons, both Miniſters and others of 
ſeveral ranks and conditions, who attended his corps to 
the grave. By reaſon of much ſtudy,and manifold imploy- 
ments in his calling , he was filled with varioas bodily 
diſtempers from his youth, In the latter part of his time, 
he was for ſundry years exerciſed frequently with che 


painful diſeaſes of the gowt and of the ſtone. Notwith» 


{tanding the reiteration of theſe trormenting pains, he at- 
tended upon his Miniſtery both at home and abroad,while 
he was able to creep into the Puipit,or to crawle unto the 
Congregation, : 

Bur about the beginning of November laſt paſt,the vio-' 
lent Paine of the ſtone did in ſuch meaſure and manner ar- 
reſt him, that from that time, he continued VTods priſoner 
in his bed, or chamber, till he was ſet free by a long expe- 
"Red death. Moſt Phyſicians inthe City were conſulted, & 
were from cime to time veryready to ſerve him with their 
advice: who did unanimouſly conclude, his ſharp painsto 
proceed originally from an-ulcer in the kidneys, bit im. 
mediately from an ulcer in the neck of the bladder,cauſed 
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by acontinual flux of ulcerons matter dropping down- up- 
on that part.And by reaſon of the acuteneſſe and quickneſs 
of the ſenſe there, his paines. were almoſt altogether in 
that place, though the fountain of them was from the 
kidneys. Towatds his end, ( about, two. monerhs) the 
paine grew more cxtreame, yet divine indulgence vouchſa- . 
fed ſome abatements and intermifſions, both ia the night.&: 
day. As his death drew nigh,his fics of pain were more fre- 
q ent,either every half hour,agd many times every quarter, | 
yea,two orthree times in a quarter,of an hour,wherby na 
ture being quite ſpent he died in the Lord. After bis death, 
Maſter Ho/iard opened his body in the preſence of D'. {o.x, 
D*. Micklerhwaite,and D*, Bevoyr,(ſome other more anci- 
ent Doors would have been there, if. either their 'being 
out of Town,orpreſent urgent occaſions had not hindred) 
who found both his-kedneys full of ulcers, and one was 
ſwelled to 3ncxtreame bigneſſe, by the abundance of pu- 
rulent matter in it, - Upon the neck of his bladder, they. 
found a ſtone, ( which was about an inch and anhalf long, 
and one inch broad, weighing abovetwo ownces, when 
firſt taken out;and witball,an ulcer which was gangrened,, 
and this was judged the cauſe of his death, AJ] other 
parts of his body were found firme and found. Now that 
which I ſhall relate-concerning him in all thole places and... 
changes of life wherein God diſpaſed of him, 1 will. caſt 
under the ſeveral Heads upon which I did.diſcourſe in my. 
Sermon. And this method I do the rather reſolve upon, 
both becauſe it beſt ſuites with mine own thoughts, 
and *may prove the moſt proficable unto them who.

Thus this 
plane did both bloſſume- and put forth fruit quickly , 
which providence did . afterwards make a very fruitful 
tee, For the more cleare diſcovery of his abundant love 
to Jeſus Chriſt, I will give theſe demonſtrations, | 
Fir{t,from his eariy,and conſtant vigorous workings 
of heart towards the calling and work .of the Miniſtery , 
becauſe he alwayes conceived , that therein a Chriſtian 
might enjoy molt fellowſhip with Chriſt, and do him the 
belt ſervice, And he confidered Chriſts ſpeech to Perer, /f 
thou love me{eed my ſheep feed my lambs, 
Here] judge theſe particulars very worthy of conſider.
